youth, and very v cil given, Who earneffly intreatep his mo- 
ther, to obtain ſo much of the £olvan dis kather that after his 
fiffers marriage, he migbt ſtay a while at Conſtantinople; 
which ſute at her requeſ the Weldan granted, ans therefs28 
ſent him by ſea well accompanied with knights, Abenunes 
lailing along the coaſt of Thrace, met with Ocurites King 
of Culaquin, who was ſon in lab to the great Tuch, and 
reputed the hardieſt Knight among all the Turkich Nobility : 
his Pajeſtp having given his danghter in marriage to this 
Barbartan, ſhe being one of the mot accompliched Ladies 
an all Mertheneſſe. Ocurites knowing the inveterate malics

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between the Emperour and his Father in law (the moꝛe to 


pleaſe him) pꝛobided himſelt᷑ of gov ſcrength dp ſea, and daily 
came upon the coaſts ot Greece, ſending vauntcurriers with 
ftrong B2igandines befoze him, to diſcover what Chiſtians 
red abꝛoad, and ſundzy times tak many of them capttves, 
as now he intended to do by the Solvans ſon, When Ocuri- 
tes bp the ſtreamers and banderolls heard of the Babylonian 


Pꝛince, and knew (withall) that his father was a chief 


friend ta the Emperour : in great fury with his Chips be ſet - 
upon him, Abenunco with his Knights delerded themſeives 
ſo well as they could. During this conflict Palmendos ap- 
pꝛoached very near them, and of a Gallep filled with TChii⸗ 
Kiau fla ves, he demandes the cauſe of this fierce meounter. - 
Dir, anſwered one of the flaves, he te whom this great 
train of wipping appertaineth,ts Ocurices King of Culaquin, 
and ſon to the great Turk, that with divers of bis league 


- and faction datly coaſts on Gzeece, to endamage the Empe⸗ 


rour Palmerin, enemy to his Father, and thoſe he hath now 
met withal, belonging to the Holden of Babylon,they ſailing 
(as we underſtand) toward Conſtantinople. Mhen the 


Dꝛince heard what the Chꝛiſtian had ſaid, he bzavely entou⸗ 


raged his couſtn Ozalio, in aſſifting ths well-willers to tze 
noble Smperour : fo coming to the Kings ſhip he thas ſpake, 

Noz ſhalt thou Ocurices offend ſo god aP2:ince, as ts the 
Emperour of Conſtantinople, herewith he began to lay about 
him valiantly, and Ozalio net one inch behind him, made the 
enemy well underſtand his in vincible conrage, Palmendos 
knowing the Bing by his rich Armour, gave him ſuch a pus 
{Cant ſtroke h iththe hilt of his Swoꝛe on the Pelmet, as 
maze him ſtagger, and at length fail down, when offering te 
riſe again, Palmendos caught him ſo ſtrongly by the Helmet, 
as he puld it biolentip from off his hesd, keeping him ſtill 
under his Swoꝛd in ſuch ſubjection, as at length he was car 
ried p2iſoner ints the Pzinces Cabin, and there committed 
him to the charge o four truſty Knights, In mean while 


Ozalio fought with the mings bother, who underſtanding 
that Ocurites was taken p2iſoner; did what h: could to reco-

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vet him ag in; but Oralio ſtept between him and his pur- 


poſe, ſtill labouring him with lo many hardy fKlokes, as at 
length he tmote his head from his ſhoulders, The ref behois- 
ins their King taken, aud his other flain, bende the great 
maſtacre made among them, and that they were not able to 
withſtand their foztune {a number fell headlong t. te the ſea, 
rather then they would die under the enemtes wo, Palmen- 
dos ſæ ing no farther rtſiſtance but that the Turks were ut- 
terly diftomſtted: the tauled ſuch Pꝛiſoners as were taken to 
be made fare, the ſhips likewiſe to te ſeized on as his own: 
then coming to Ozalio, whoſe fozwardnefs he tommended, he 
willed him to ſ all things diſpoſed as beſ med ſuch a bido⸗ 
ry: afterward he.imbyaced the Soldans ſon, and dibers cour⸗ 


teous ceremonies paſſing between them the one faz his happy 


de. iberante, the other repozted what he had done was fo; the 
Emperours ſake, at length Palmendos uſed theſe ſpæ ches. 

Po Lo2d, willingly would J bear you company to Con- 
fla uinople, but that a vopace of grect impo2tancs doth ur⸗ 
gently call me to anether place; yet ſœ ing you are delivered 
from the Tyrant Ocurites, and all your knights in ſufficient 
ſafcty, let me obtafne this favour at your hands, to take the 
King wtth you to Conſtantinople, and all the Chiſtian pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners delivered from captivity, Them ſhall pou pꝛeſent on 
my behalf to the Entperour Palmerin, requeſting that this an - 
cient Chꝛiſttian enemy may be ſafely kept, until J come to 
ſe his Pajeſtp, which (all be with all the expedition A can. 
Wozthy Sir anſwered Abenuneo, it grieves me that your 
journey lies net p2efently to Conſtantinople, becauſe J 
fhould think my felf happy in having your company, being 
the man to whom Jam continually bound koꝛ my lite and li⸗ 
berty: and hereof Jam 8ffured, that over and above your 
gratious welcome, you hall win the honour of the famous 
triumph, oꝛdained by the Emperoz at the marriage ot my ft 
ſter with the P2ince of Hungaria. 

And heartily ſozry J am, anſwered Palmendos, that J 
cannot be pꝛeſent in ſo worthy an aſſembly : whereof at this 
time yon may well axcuſe me, not doudting but J Gallcome 
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with ſome \uficiont amerys &} my ſtay. Theſe ſpecheshe 
uttered, his thoughts being farre otherwiſe, foz ſo ſon as he 
heard of the Joufts at Conftantinaple he determined to go 


thither letretly Without making himſelf known to any, but 


as a ſtrange Knigbt to adventure his foztune among others: 
wherefoze he departed from Abenunco who offered him many 
rich pꝛelents fo2 his great kfnvneſs, yet won not he accept 
of any. Abenunco returned him many thanks chiefly foz his 
pꝛomiſe, that hs would in ſhozt time viſit the Cmperour in 
perſon ; ſo after many courteous ſpxches, and ſundzy kami⸗ 


liar kate wels, Palmendos commanded his Pilot to lanch into 
tze high Deas, foz that he intended another kind ol courſe, 


CHAP. XII. 


How Abenunco arrived at Conftantinople, whoſe comming 
greatly rejoyced the Emperour, but much more his Siſters 
Eſquivela. And bow Lynedes Lord of the Iſle of Lique, 
aud the County of Pelada his Couſin, came to Fit againſt 
the Knights of the Court, attending the Fourney for the mar- 
ria ge of Ditreus. gee 


Reatly did Abenunco commend his fo2tune, , 


in firding ſo god ſuccour at a time of ſuch ne⸗ 
ceſſity; and ail the Knights in his company 
held opinion thit Palmendos was the onely 
flower of Chiralry: but above all other the 


rance fo2 a miracle imagined the authoz thereof was ſome 
great friend to the Emperonr. In this joy they ſailed till 
they came to Conſlantinople, where his Pajefty being an- 


vertiled that the Soldans ſon, waa arrived, commanded Pri- 


ma jean, Ditreus, and many of his beſt Barons to go and 

conducthim to the Court.
